Cartagena, Spain, June 
urday.)—(United News.)—The 
Dornier-Wal seaplane in which Com- | 
mander Ramon Franco and three com- | 
panions are attempting a flight to 
New York, via the. Azores islands, 
apparently was well on its way to- 
ward the mid-Atlantic islands this 
morning, having passed beyond Cape 
San Vineente early last night. 

The fliers were making 
the first part of their venture, 
_having covered the approximate 450 
miles from the Aleazares seaplane 
base to Cape San Vincente at about 
100 miles an hour. 
Flight te Azores. 

After leaving the Portuguese cape 
—the last land point they planned 
to pass—Commander Franco and his 
companions faced a 1,085-mile flight 
to the Azores over the Atlantic ocean. 
They hoped to complete tne first leg 


this morning. 

A clear, moonlit sky with a slight 
breeze prevailed in the vicinity of 
the Azores islands and there was no 
indication, that the big plane would 
strike unfavorable weather en route.

Lutheran Official Denounces’ 


FALLS BACK ON BIBLE FOR STAND e 


Prohibition Charging Murder 


River Forest, Ill., June 21.—()— 
Dr. W. C. Kohn, president of: Con- 
cordia college here and official in 
the. Missouri synod of the Lutheran 
church, today denounced what he 
termed “the absolutely criminal prac- 
tice of prohibition officers in shoot- 
ing down innocent citizens” and de- 
clared that “we do not believe in the 
principles that underlie the Volstead 
laws.” 

Dr. Kohn, who is attending the 34th 
tri-ennial conference of the Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran synod, expressed his 
views in a statement prepared for 
publication, 

“The members of the Missouri 
synod of the Lutheran church believe 
that since the Volstead laws are in 
effect that they should be personally 
observed,” Dr. Kohn said. “But we 
do not agree with the absolutely crim- 
inal practices of prohibition officers 
in shooting down innocent citizens. 
Nor do we believe in the principles 
that underlie the Volstead laws. 

“The Bible does not forbid the mod- 
erate use of beer and wines; why 
should a government or an individ- 
ual?’”’ 

Dr. Kohn went on to say that while 
his church is not in sympathy with 
the Volstead law, it believes that hon- 


est Jaws should be enforced. 

“But such enforcement must be 
legal in itself,’ he said. “The dry 
shootings are sheer murder. 

“Killing transgressors of the Vol- 
stead act without a fair trial is un- 
Biblical, un-American, and _ uncivil- 
ized,” he said. “It is a criminal act 
to execute a man without a hearing. 
You may shoot a prisoner for trying 


to escape, but dry killings savor too 
much of execution, Such unlawful 
killings are equal to murder.” 


UNBEARABLE SITUATION

The letter from the president, un- 
der date of June 18, was in reply 
to a telegram dispatched after the 
slaying of Henry Virkkula, Big Falls 
confectioner, by a federal border pa- 
trol agent, in search of liquor run- 
ners, 

“Have your telegram of today's 
date,” the president's letter said. ‘The 
matter has been referred to the treas- 
ury department. You may rest as 
sured there is no intention on the 
part of the federal government in 
any way to transgress the limits of 
the law.’’ 

Another reply was received today 
from a resolution adopted by the coun- 
cil deploring actions of border patrol 


agents in this section. It came from 
Senator Thomas D.. Schall, who re- 
ceived a copy of the resolution. Sen- 
ator Schall’s letter characterized the 
Virkkula shooting as “a most ter- 
tible thing.” and said that “some 
means would be found to prohibit a 
repetition.”

Atlanta was made headquarters for 
the newly-created southeastern divi- 
sion of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, at a meeting of the 
board of directors held Friday in 
Washington, it was learned here Fri- 
day afternoon. 

The southeastern division will in- 
clude North and South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi 
and Tennessee. Robert R. Ellis, of 
Memphis, has been named vice presi- 
dent of the division, and the presi- 
dent and manager, whose offices will 
be here, will be announced later, dis- 
patches said. 

Although the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce has had a district 
office here since April, 1928, this 
marks the first step toward a more 
complete localizing of its work. John 
W. Stokes, who opened and still op- 
erates the district office as district 
field manager, has been limited in 
his activities to membership and con- 
tact work. The new organization will 
bring to this section of the country 
the complete service of the national 
chamber and will mean the employing 
of a much more extensive personnel, 
Mr. Stokes said. He explained that 
with the new divisional offices in op- 
eration, local chambers of commerce 
will receive service of great value as 
will business houses and individual 
members. 

Some years ago the Unitéd States

BATTLING A STORM WITH THE 
PRESIDENT’S MAIL. 

My most interesting experience came 
while I was carrying President Cool- 
idge’s mail between North Platte, 
Neb., and Rapid City, 8. D., in 1927. 
That was when the president was va- 
cationing in the Black Hills. 

It was generally routine flying un- 
til the latter part of the season. Then 
the weather became uncertain, fogs 
and storms of one kind and another 
setting in. , 

On one trip from Rapid City to 
North Platte my start was later than 
usual, and having a head wind I was 
certain to be late at my destination. 
I encountered a severe electric storm, 
which I tried to go around, but I 
couldn’t do it. 

I made a precautionary landing in 
a large stubble field and pulled up be- 
hind a hay stack. No sooner had I 
done this than the storm struck, and 
large hailstones fell, then rain in tor- 
rents, 

I tried to communicate with head- 
quarters by telephone, but the lines 
were down. So I went back to the 
ship and took off again. It was dark 
by this time, and still raining very 
hard, I got to Alliance, Neb., and 
made a blind landing in another stub- 
ble field, where I remained all night. 

Next morning I took off at daylight 
and got to the Platte river, where I 
ran into fog, which got lower and 
lower until it was impossible to go 
on. As it had rained so hard, all 
possible landing places seemed flood- 


atte. 

I might add that while I was on 
this detail I had the distinction vf 
keeping the president of the United 
States waiting for his mail.

A PSALM OF PRAISE. 
Lesson for June 23—Psalm 
103 :1-22. ; 


Alexander Maclaren begins his 
study of this psalm by saying: “There 
urz no clouds in the horizon, nor notes 
of sadness in the music, of this psalm. 
No purér eutburst of thankfulness en- 
riches the church.” Another has 
called it “one of the purest and 
sweetest psalms of praise in the 
wurld’s literature.” 

Three great truths that have vitally 
to do with our religious life are here 
impressed upon us, 

The first is this: That the attitude 
and relation which we ourselves sus- 
tain to.God is the final condition of 
our highest blessedness in this world. 
God’s loving kindness and pity, says 
this psalmist, are for “them that fear 
Him,” or worship Him; they are for 
thuse “who obey His compact and re- 
member to do His bidding.” 

Our Noblest Capacity. 

Thus we are reminded of our no- 
blest capacity and our highest respon- 
sibility. We can, if we will, know 
and love and worship God, keeping 
His coyenant, remembering His pre- 
cepts td do them. And it is only as 
w: exercise this finest capacity of our 
souls that we may hope to experience 
the truest, deepest joys and satisfac- 
tions of life. So the Master tells us 
that He stands at the door and 
knocks, but it is only when we hear 
His voice and open the door that He 
promises to come in and abide with 
us, bringing His blessing of peace. 

The second truth so impressively 
taught in this psalm is that the bless- 
ings offered us on condition of our 
faith—a faith expressing itself in sur- 
render and in service—are incompara- 
blv great. They are such as to kindle 
within us a feeling of profound grati- 
tude and unfailing joy. Thus the 
psalmist, in the contemplation of his 
own rich spiritual experience, ealls 
upon his soul, upon all that is within

But the rm offered us in 
Christ are “unspeakable ;” the riches 
He offers to give us are “unsearch- 
able.” Thinking of them, the apostle 
could only exclaim: “All things are 
yours, whether Paul, or Apollos, or 
Cephas, of the world, or life, or death, 
or things present, or things to come; 
ali are yours.” 

The third—and the greatest—truth 
of which this psalm reminds us is that 
suck blessings are ours only because 
God is what He is—‘“merciful and 

racious, slow to anger, and abundant 
in loving kindness.” The most preci- 
ous and significant words of the entire 
psalm are these: 

“Like as a father pitieth his chil- 
dren, so Jehoyah pitieth them that 
fear Him. Fér He knoweth our 
frame; He remembereth that we are 


dust.” 
Christ the Father. 

Well, if that were not true, there 
would be no hope for any of us, either 
in this world or in any other. 

But it is true! 
think, is what Christ came into this 
world to say to us, quieting the tu- 
mult of fear in our hearts. “When 
ye pray,” said He, “say Our Father.” 
“He that hath seen Me,” He said, 
“hath seen the Father.” 

God is a Christ-like God! To know 
that is to know the one most blessed 
truth that we could ever learn. And 
we can learn it, not from nature or 
from philosophy, but only at the feet 
o the Great Teacher, concerning 
whom, the more we know Him, the 
more do we feel that He speaks as 
One having authority, telling us only 
what He knows, and bearing. witness 
of what He has seen.

Those familiar with the case were 
quoted today as saying an effort will 
be made to take the ease to the 
United States supreme court. 

Simpson and Morrow were convict- 
ed last year for the murder of the 
Camden county banker following a 
successful move on the part of the 
defense for a change of venue. 

Evidence during the trial showed 
that the banker was shot while he 
was showing the men a large tract 
of land they had told the cashier they 
intended to buy. Fatally wounded the 
banker was carried back to the bank 
and forced to open the vault. 

He was then placed back in the 
automobile, the evidence showed, and 
while on the way to a Jacksonville 
(Fla.) hospital, the car was wrecked. 
Perry was left by the side of the 
highway, found later by a passing. mo- 
torist and carried to the hospital 
where he died the following day. 

Warrants were issued for the two 
men, E. C. Waller and Mrs. Mamie 
Lee Todd.

The 
worst thing a fighter can do is work 
out with men too slow to hit him and 
too slow to make him miss, Jimmy De- 
forest, the yeteran trainer who put 
Dempsey in shape at ‘Toledo and 
knows as much about the sport of 
developing fighting condition as any- 
watched Schmeling work and 
criticism, Fighting

Mac Smith was born in St. Andrews, Scotland, about 40 years ago. 
Horton Smith was born in Missouri 21 years ago. Mac Smith, now of 
Lakeville, tied for the United States open at Philadelphia in 1910 when 
Horton Smith was two years old. The veteran has been one of the 
greatest golfers of all time for 20 years and yet has never won a major 
championship. He has won any number of big tournaments. He won 
the $10,000 Los Angeles open two years in succession—1928 and 1929. 

Horton Smith stands in 1929 where Mac Smith stood in 1910. But he 
has shown éven greater promise with a long string of big tournaments 
alréady cashed and deposited. 

Both are rated high up for the coming open because both are long 
and straight with wood and iron and both are first-class putters. Either 
is quite good enough to win any championship. 

The odds against each come from entirely different causes. They are 
against Mac Smith because the breaks have been against him so long that 
he finds it difficult not to get over-keyed. They are against Horton 
Smith because his championship experience has been quite brief. Yet 
the odds against neither are overwhelming. They are as sirong a pair 
as any other in the field, with just as good a chance to win. 

Both are fine wooden club players, from the tee through the fairway. 
Both are fine long iron players and fine mashie players. They have all 
the stuff from which champions are made. And Winged Foot, calling for 
both strength and control, is just the course that suits their games. 

Both are sound stylists. They play with an almost monotonous ease. 
Mac Smith is the king of the swingers as ppposed to the hitters. Two 
or three years ago he played 18 consecutive tournament rounds at an 
average of 704 strokes per round. That shows his consistency. 


Either Can Win. 


There are, perhaps, ten golfers who can win this next open without 
interjecting an upset of any sort. 

Mac and Horton Smith are two of the lot. The championship golf 
touch is a delicate affair that comes and goes: True golf timing is 
something difficult to hold for many days. It may affect the long game. 
More than all, it may affect the short game around the greens. If these 
two happen to have the touch next week they will be worth looking over. 
No one who misses the touch around the greens has much of a show, 
and that applies to them all. No one is good enough to waste any putts 
and beat the competition that has been gathered from almost every state 
in the Union. 

There is an absence of physical tension in the games of both Smiths 
and this is a helpful factor. They get their results withput any display 
of effort or any show of nerve strain. They may be suffering as much 
as the others, but their swings don’t show it. 

Horton Smith will be much better on his native American turf under 
summer skies than he was in the cold and blustery gales of Muirfield. He 
has a great chance to reach the peak if he will only play golf and not at- 
tempt to play the field. 

If Mac Smith would forget 20 years of unsuccessful open wars and 
simply do his stuff he, also, will have a great chance of this course. But 
that feature is easier to write down than it is to carry out. The mental, 
the imaginative side of golf as applied to the nervous system is often 


overpowering. » 
A Crowd Puller. 


Horton Smith will be a worthy rival of Jones and Hagen as far as 
the gallery goes. He gets away to an earlier start than either on the 
first day and he is sure to take along the majority of those present. He 
is something new‘to most of the crowd and they all want to see what 
makes the clock tick. 

They will see one of the straightest of all straight left arms, for, as 
Hagen says, he seems to be double-jointed or rubber-jointed at the left 
elbow. Which means that he can straighten the left without any out-

New London, Conn., June 
21.—(AP)—Propelling their 
slim racing craft for all the 
world like so many robots of 
rowing, Yale’s oarsmen smash- 
ed the challenges of Harvard’s 
gallant fleet today with exhi- 
bitions of skill and power that 
were as impressive to watch as 
they no doubt seemed invinci- 
ble to the Crimson. 


Morning and evening, it was mostly 
blue sky and all Blue vietory as the 
ancient Thames river played host te 
the greatest and most colorfyl fleet of 
visiting craft in the regatta’s history. 

The Yale varsity, rowing a front race 
all the way after the first quarter- 
mile, brought the regatta to a climax 
with a one-sided triumph in the four- 
mile pull upstream, measured by 
four and a half lengths, after the Bhi 
freshmen and junior varsity crews 
had raced to triumph in preliminary 
events in the morning. 


FINISHED STRONG. 


As a crowning gesture the brilliant 
Yale varsity, as if it had not had 
enough exercise in the long up-stream 
pull, kept right on rowing without the 
slightest letup until they reached the 
Harvard wharf at Red Top on the 
opposite side of the river. There the 
Eli’s apparently satisfied to call it a 
day's work. waited to greet with a 
cheer the tired losers. Most of them 
had slumped over their oars as the 
Crimson shell finished. 

To those of the colorful crowd of 
16.000 spectators who could see any- 
thing of the finish from shores. boats 
or observation trains, it appeared that 
Yale's varsity won as it pleased with 
sufficient power in reserve to have 
put many more lengths between it and 
the struggling Crimson boatload if it 
had so desi:@ d. 

The margin of four and a_ half 
lengths, as a matter of fact, repre- 
sented a reduction of the approximate 
six lengths margin inat the Eli's held 
after three miles had been coveret. 
The difference was accounted for by 
Yale's apprerent letup as well as by 
the desperate effort of the Crimson 
to close as much of the big zap as 
possible. Its result was to make the 
defeat for Harvard. decisive though 
it was, considerably less crushing than 
last year, when the Blue finished ten 
lengths to the good. 

WINNING TIME. 


Yale's time for the four miles was 
°1 minutes 20 seconds, more than 2 
minute behind the upstream record 
of 20:14 2-5 set by the Elis them- 
selves in 1926.

Louisville, Ky., June 21—(/)—Rear 
Admiral W. A. Moffett, chief of the 
naval bureau of aeronautics, told the 
International Association of Lions 
Clubs here today that “It is ridieu- 
lous to say that aircraft will sup- 
plant surface vessels, either merchant 
or naval,” in national defense, and 
added that ‘“‘those who say so do so 
from ignorance.” | 

“Aviation has abolished and replac- 
ed nothing,” he said. “It will .not 
interfere with other means of trans- 
portation, railroads, car lines, buses, 
steamships and other maritime trans- 
port. but is supplemental to them, 
Similarly in national defense and es- 
pecially at sea.” 

Outlining the development of avia- 
tion in the navy, Admiral Moffett 
urged the Lions to support the indus- 
try “in every way possible for your 
country's good in peace and also in 
war.” 

Aircraft production increased well 
over twofold.last year, when 

new airplanes, seaplanes and am- 
phibians took the air for their first 
flights, as compared with but 2, 
the year before, he said. 

“Technical changes are taking place 
so rapidly that it has been difficult 
for some aircraft manufacturers to 
standardize, consequently their fabri- 
cation méthods emulate those of a 
tailor shop more than those of an 
automobile factory.

Police Hunt for Him. 


Chicago, June.21.—(/)—“Wee Wil- 
lie’ Doedy, cop hater and desperado 
treading, a trail parallelling the road 
the dashing  “quick-firing” “Terrible 
Tommy” O’Connor trod, had two more 
shootings to answer for today. 

They call him “Wee Willie” be- 
cause of his stature; they call him 
“baby face” because of his _ soft, 
clear complexion and the innocence 
of his expression. But the police and 
federal authorities see behind the child 
mask Chieago’s most ruthless killer, 
most brutal gunman and an _ incor- 
rigible foe of men in police uniform, 

Already hunted for the wounding 
of T. L. Jackson, ace of Chicago post- 
al inspectors, for the killing of Charles 
Levy, chief of police of Berwyn, and 
for the shooting dead last Tuesday 
night of Leon Raymond, an Oak Park 
druggist, Woody today was sought for 
the shooting and serious wounding 
of a restaurant owner and a police- 
man, 

Gunman Gets Away. 

The latest outlawry attributed to 
“Baby Face” started last night when 
a gunman, supposedly intending rob- 
bery, entered the restaurant of Mil- 
ton Valsouopolis on the South Side. 
As Valsouopolis approached him, the 
desperado whipped out two pistols and 
fired. Valsouopolis wounded, stum- 
bled forward and grappled with his 
assailant, as a customer seized him 
from the back, When the customer 
went Out to seek a policeman, the 
gunman wrenched himself free and 
fled, pausing’ in the doorway to fire 
several more shots at Valsouopolis, 
The latter may died, doctors said. 

Reaching the street, the gunman 
jumped into an automobile stopped by 
traffic lights, forced the driver to get 
out, and sped away. . 

An hour later a man answering 
Doody’s description, entered the drug 
store of George Denbo on. the north- 
west side and stole $45. 

Robber Boasts of Killings. 

When Denbo tried to parley with 
the man, the latter replied: *“‘No back 
talk, I.just shot up a joint on the 
South Side and I’m in a hurry. I've 
killed a couple like you and don’t 
want to knock off any more.” 

As the robber sped away, Denbo 
ran out and called to Police Sergeant 
Clarence Falk, who was with his 
motorcycle across the street. Falk 
passed the car within a mile. 

“IT surrender,” the fugitive announc- 
el, stepping out of the car at Falk’s 
command. 

As the policeman fumbled with his 
holster, the gunman whipped out a 
pistol, struck Falk over the left ear 
with its butt and fired two shots, one 
of which struck Falk in the back. 

The car later was found abandoned. 

Several picked squads of police, and 
a special squad of federal agents, have 
been assigned exclusively to search 
for Doody.

AIR TRANSPORT

-mouncement that exporters had pur- 


chased 2,000,000 bushels of North 
American wheat, almost altogether 
from Canada but including some do- 
mestice wheat at the Gulf of Mexico 
1-4 to 1-2c under the cost of Chicage 
duly delivery. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
frreguiar. 1-8c lower to 1-2c higher 
than yesterday's finish. Corn closed 
at 3-S to 3-4c net decline. oats 1-Se 
off to 1-4c up. and provisions unchang- 
ed to a rise of 10 cents. 

New upturns in wheat values to- 
day came early, hand in hand with 
enlarged buying, together with an au- 
thoritative estimate that world wheat 
production for the 1929-1950 season 
would be 5 per cent smaller than for 
1928-1929. This estimate was taken 
to imply that as a result the 192% 
1929 carry-over of wheat would be 
more than couter-balanced. It was 
also noted that the Ligerpool wheat 
market today closed 2 h 2 1-2 pence 
up, an advance which exceeds predic- 
tions based on gains this side of the 
Atlantic. 

Adverse crop reports from domes- 
tic winter wheat territory southwest 
were meanwhile unabated, and 
drought complaints from spring wheat 
sections northwest were even more 
pronounced than heretofore. 

In the late dealings, however, ani 
notwithstanding that a prominent ex- 
pert went on record that Kansas 
would do well to obtain 12 bushels 
per acre. The wheat market felt the 
weight of big profit-taking sales. Early 
gains were then about eliminated, but 
in view of the tremendous total of 
wheat sold the market was regarded 
by many traders as having given a 
good account of itself from the stand- 
point of friends of higher prices. 

Increased country offerings of corn 
ta arrive here made the corn market 
draggy and had considerable effect as 
a weight on the price of wheat. Oats 
were governed by conflicting influ- 
ences that sprang from the action of 
ether cereals. 

Provisions averaged higher. chiefly 
on account of scattered commission 
house buying.

New York, June 21.—(#)—Stock 
prices made further recovery in to- 
day's market with the rails and in- 
dustrials supplanting the public utili- 
ties as the leaders... While trading 
showed only a moderate expansion in 
volume, due to the uneasiness over 
the possibility of a money pinch next 
week, the demand for stocks was more 
varied than it has been at any time 
this week. Total sales fell just short 
of 3,200,000 shares, or slightly more 
than 400,000 above yesterday's total. 

Inasmuch as about $400,000,000 in 
stock “rights” had to be taken up in 
the last 10 days, the increase of $136.,- 
000,000 in federal reserve brokers’ 
loans was disregarded. Neither was 
any attention paid to the decline in 
the Federal Reserve bank holdings 
of bill and government securities, 
which apparently disproved rumors 
that there had-.been a relaxation in 
federal reserve credit policy. Mean- 
while, money rates ‘were unchanged, 
call money holding steady at 7 per 
cent all day although the undertone 
of the market was characterized as 
firmer. 

The Chicago Federal Reserve bank 


followed the action of the New York | 


institution in announcing no change 
in the 5 per cent rediscount rate. “ 

Public utilities, which had been in 
the forefront of the advance earlier 
in the week, ran inte heavy profit- 
taking. Commonwealth Power drop- 
ped 4 1-2 points, American Power & 
Light, Detroit Edison, Pacifie Light- 
ing and Peoples Gas dropped 2 to 3 
points and Consolidated Gas, Publie 
Services of New Jersey and several 
others yielded a point or more. Mean- 
while, Brooklyn Union Gas, and (Co- 
lumbia Gas & Lighting moved into 
new high ground. 

Announcement of a large food mer-

A. second provided 
for re-enactment of the present five- 
cent gasoline tax law, two cents to 
go to the state road department, two 
cents for the bond reduction pool and 
the fifth to be divided equally between 
counties for school and the construc- 
tion of lateral or county roads, 

The fact that only two-thirds of one 
cent of the tax was proposed for edu- 
cational purposes under’ this bill 
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 beedaihe fights both in the senate and 


house, with. resultant last-day adop- 
tion of the sixth-cent gasoline tax 
law. 

A third administration tax bill pro- 
vided for collection of the ad valorem 
tax on automobiles by the provision 
that such tax must be paid prior to 
issuance of motor vehicle licenses.
